On the 1780 tax of Dobbs “Roberts, James Sr." appears in 
District No. 6, which is now the part of Greene Co. north of 
Great Contentnea Creek. All the other Roberts taxed in this year, 
except for "ishmael", were in the part of Dobbs that is now 
Lenolr Co. : 
James Roberts would seem to have either died, or left 
Dobbs Co. before the 1790 Census, a period for which no probate 
records survive. Wo estates papers for him are preserved in the 
records of New Bern District Superior Court, which had superior 
jurisdiction over this area until 1806. The deed index suggests 
that he may have sold all his land at about the same time as 
Isaac Roberts. I wonder if there is any evidence to suggest that 
James also came to South Carolina? 
Another son of James was likely Roger Roberts. On the 
1790 Census Roger is the only Roberts listed in Dobbs, with a 
household of 1 white male over 16, 4 under 16 and 3 white 
females. We can show that Roger lived near James: From the land 
grants we find that on i April 1787 Roger Roberts made an entry 
fer 110 acres on a branch of Cat-tail swamp, joining his own 
lines, which was issued on 26 Dec. 1791 (Dobbs #2124). This was 
surveyed on 27 Sept. 1790 with Thos. Dail and Benj. Bryan as 
chain carriers. 


It thus seems likely that Isaac was a son of. James 
Roberts, which would seem to fit with family tradition. 
Unfortunately, due to the loss of Dobbs records, it may be 
GifEicult to prove this - unless some further evidence can be 
found in South Carolina. About all that is available for further 
search in the Dobbs area of North Carolina would be examination

Isaac Roberts was born before 1755 and was in Camden 
District, S.C. by 3 May 1785, when he received a land grant in 
what became Sumter Co., and was living in Claremont Co., S.C. in 
1790. However, his eldest son John was born in N.C. ca. 1773, 
while another son, Isaac Jr., was born in N.C. ca. 1785/6. It is 
my guess that the age of Isaac Jr. may have been slightly 
underestimated on the 1850 Census, and that he may actually have 
been born ca. 1784/5. In any case it appears clear that Isaac 
moved to South Carolina not long before 1785. Family tradition 
appears to state that he and brother James came from England. I 
suspect that this tradition is not entirely correct, and that the 
family had actually been in America for several generations. 
However, the name James does appear to have some significance. 

The objective of the present research was to establish 
Isaac's residence in North Carolina and prove Revolutionary 
service, if possible. I believe I have accomplished both of these 
goals, and that Isaac can be shown to have come from old Dobbs 
COs; Wc. (the part now Greene Co.), and saw Revolutionary 
Militia service there. Unfortunately, the proof of this remains 
somewhat circumstantial, due to the fact that the majority of the 
Dobbs Co. records have been destroyed by fire. Nevertheless, I 
think what we do have is fairly convincing. I will also note that 
various other families that I have researched, such as Reaves and 
Brown, are also known to have moved from Dobbs to Sumter Co., 
5... 

It was suggested that our Isaac was the one who is listed 
on the Muster Rolls of the N.C. Continental Line, having enlisted 
in Sharp's Company, 10th Regiment on 5 May 1781. This can be 
disproven. Soldiers in the regular army (Continental Line), but 
not militia soldiers, were eligible for bounty land warrants. If 
a soldier eligible for such a warrant died without heirs’ the 
bounty land reverted to the state for the support of the 
University of North Carolina. Thus the state paid close attention 
to establishing which such soldiers died without heirs. A series 
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fof depositions in such a case were made on 14 Aug. 1821 by John 
B. Bowers of Orange Co. (N.C. Secretary of State, Revolutionary 


Military Papers, S.S.-Mil., 437.1 - see p. 2 of photostats 
enclosed). Bowers stated that Isaac Roberts, the Continental Line 
soldier, “was taken sick at Salisbury where it was reported he 


died & I never heard of his ever having any heirs nor relations 
in this Country." 

We thus must seek a different Isaac Roberts. The 1786 
State Census of North Carolina (incomplete) and the 1790 Federal 
Census show only one Isaac Roberts in North Carolina, in 
Granville Co. (who was obviously not our Isaac, in South Carolina 
by 1785). However, we find one other Isaac Roberts in Dobbs Co. 
Original North Carolina Revolutionary Army Vouchers include two 
in the name of Isaac Roberts (see photostats). One of these was 
issued from Halifax District on 14 Feb. 1782, for unspecified 
service or supplies. The other was issued on 21 Jan. 1783 to 
Isaac Roberts of Dobbs Co. "for Cloathing". This last would seem 
to be for militia service, as militia soldiers were given an 
allowance for clothing. However, it is also possible that the 
voucher was issued in payment for clothing reguisitioned by the 
Army. Thus this voucher would seem to show militia service, but 
shows at least Patriotic Service for Isaac Roberts of Dobbs Co. 
This is the same voucher you have noted in the Revolutionary Army 
Accounts (1I1X:96:3) as having been paid back into the Treasury by 
the Sheriff of Dobbs Co., probably in payment of taxes. I was not 
able to locate another Isaac Roberts in Halifax District. It is 
thus my suspicion that the Halifax District voucher may also 
refer to the Isaac in Dobbs Co. This Isaac lived in what is now 
Greene Co., in the northern end of Dobbs, which would be adjacent 
to Nash and Edgecombe counties, both parts of the Halifax 
District. Further, the voucher is signed on the reverse by Samuel 
Speight (who apparently cashed the voucher), whom I believe is 
the Samuel Speight who lived in the Greene Co. area. AS we will 
see below, the Isaac Roberts in Dobbs Co. lived adjacent to the 
Speight family.

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TP ave been lost, so I have not been able to establish direct proof 
of the move. However, we can show that this Isaac was about the 


\S 


Same age as our Isaac and left Dobbs soon after 1784, which fits 
exactly with our Isaac's appearance in South Carolina. 

While most Dobbs records have been destroyed, we do have 
an index to the now lost Dobbs deeds, as well as tax lists of 
1769 and 1780, and the land grants. Isaac Roberts is not listed 
aS a grantee in the Dobbs deeds. However, we can show from a land 
grant that he was active there by 1778, which seems about right 
for our Isaac, whose eldest son is thought to have been born in 
1773. (Note further that land grants could not be issued in this 
area between 1763 and 1778 due to the disputes regarding the zs 
inheritance of Lord Granville's proprietary rights). 

From the Dobbs Land Entry Book of 1778-90 (2 No. 369 
(373) we find: 


July 16, 1778. Isaac Roberts. 214 acres Dobbs, On the 
North Side of Great Contentnea on the Watery Branch, begining at 
the fork of said John Speights lines. 


The Land Grant file (Dobbs #1390, see photostats), shows that a 
warrant was issued for this land on 17 Oct. 1778. The tract was 
surveyed on 18 Sept. 1779 and the grant issued on 3 April 1780. 
Unfortunately, the names of the chain carriers for the survey are 
not given. 

This grant would have been near what is now the border 
between Greene and Wayne counties, but we do not find a deed from 
Isaac for this land in Wayne Co. (created in 1779). The 1780 tax 
of Dobbs Co. does not list an Isaac Roberts. However, on this tax 
We -deo- £ind~in-Distriet—8 (covering what is now Greene Co. west of 
Great Contentnea adjacent to Wayne Co.) one Ishmael Roberts, 
valued at 362 pds. As this is the same area in which Isaac 
received a land grant, and as we do not find the name “Ishmael” 
Roberts in the index to Dobbs deeds I suspect that this is our 
man, with his name listed incorrectly. 

Greene Co. was created (as Glasgow Co.) in 1791, and the 
records of Greene are also lost. However, we do have the Dobbs 
deed index, covering this area through 1791. We do not find an 
Isaac Roberts here on the 1790 Census. The Dobbs deed index shows 
Isaac only once, noting a deed from Isaac Roberts to D)Dlijah 

3 
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vi: Brier (13:277). Book 13 1s known to have included deeds proven 
between 1784 and 1789. Thus this Isaac seems to have sola his 
land in Dobbs at just about the same time our Isaac appears in 
South Carolina. 

Isaac Roberts was probably born about 1750, and thus 
would likely have been taxable by 1769 (the tithable age being 
then 16 for white males). Isaac is not named on the 1769 Dobbs 
tax. However, we do find in Dobbs at this time a household 
"Roberts, James and two sons" for 3 white polls. I strongly 
suspect that our Isaac was one of these "two sons", who are not 
named. The only other Roberts taxed in Dobbs in 1769 was John, 
and he seems to have lived in the southern part of the county, 
now Lenoir. 

James Roberts Sr. was perhaps born in the 1720's, and was 
likely a son or brother of a Roger Roberts. The Dobbs deed index 
shows the following for this name (the first two possibly refer 
to a different James): 


(1750-54) Roberts, James to Richard Lee 2:439 
(1755-58) Roberts, James to Edward Coward 3:50 
(1758-65) Roberts, James from Roger Roberts 6:147

Further information on one of the last two sales is 
provided by the Dobbs land entries (4:154) which show that on 21 
May 1788 William Ormond made an entry for 300 acres "on both 
sides of Cat-Tail Swamp, including the Lands and plantation 
purchased by him of James Roberts." 

From the land grant records we first find a warrant (not 
granted) to James Roberts dated 14 Dec. 1763, for 150 acres on 
the east side of Pole Cat (Dobbs #0126). Chain carriers for the 
survey, 3 Oct. 1765, were Wm. Skinner and Thos. Tyson. We next 
find that on 27 Jan. 1773 James Roberts made an entry for 250 
acres near Polecat Branch, joining Charles Hardy, which was 
issued 21 July 1774 (#1074). This was surveyed on 11 June 1774 
with Jas. Roberts and Wm. Skinner as chain carriers. Finally, on 
14 April 1778 James Roberts made an entry for 412 acres on the 
north side of Contentnea and east side of Cattail Swamp, joining 
his own, Jesse Skinner's, Lewis Fryer's and Thomas Herrington'‘s

Serry I took so long to answer re: Roberts family, but was waiting for info. 


from Sumter Co. Hist. Society in hopes that some of yours were included. 


Enclosed on separate page are notes on Isaac, Sr. copied from material gathered 
by Jane Revill from original records many years ago. (She was an early historian.) 
This is all I found on the names you sent me—most was regarding my branch of 

the family. I'm told that the original Deed, etc. records are still at Sumter 
courthouse, but the orig. Probate recs. are at the Archives in Columbia. 


I believe that Isaac, Sr's. father was John Roberts who was killed by the 
Tories in 1780 and that John had a brother William (my ancestor). This is 
conjecture only, but i8 appears to be the only relationship I can figure out. 
My theory is that John & William were the sons of (1) Benjamin Roberts whé died 
1752 in Craven County, leaving sons: Samuel, James, William, John & Benjamin. 
(2) or Capt. John Roberts who arrived in Charlestown in Nov. 1734 with a load 


of emigrants from Belfast, Ireland. It may prove to be neither of these, but 
we are still working on documentation . 


I am enclosing some notes on Roberts family. Parts of it are trivia and part 
of a letter written to another descendant and searcher--so maybe you can 
wade through the whole mess. Some is theory only and will be marked with

First, let me slarify the one point about William Roberts having served 
in the Rev. War.\ As far as is known, our Williad didn't.

3rd, 1636 at Charleaton. His wife was Elizabeth and they had one 
child, Mary Naomi Roberts who married CharYes W. Kirk in 1821.

I have finally gotten azound to the small amount of 
additional research you commiss'oned. I did some speculation on the 
various items you sent, and found nothing which seems to disprove 
my theorles, although they are of course not fully proven either. I 
then looked into the Chatham/Chittam family, and here found an 
additional bit of circumstant!al evidence which seems to lend some 
further weight to our case, by suggesting that this family was 
associated with the Isaac Roberts in Dobbs Co. [f remained convinced 
that this-was indeed our Isaac, aithough of course better proof 
would be most welcome. 

In other directions, I checked the sources cited in the 
photostats you sent with "The Roberts Ancestral History", but all 
of these which I have been able to locate referred to the Bail 
tamily. one cource for which I hoid some hope ot proving Isaac's 
move from Dobbs Co. to Seuth Carclina is the records of New Bern 
District Superior Court. That is, 1£ Isaac owed money when he left, 
or if he was tater called on to fase a deposition regarding a 


ght £imdxacorda. here

lawsuit in his ol¢ place of residence, pe"m 


“proving his move. The New Bern District Superior Court civil action 


papers “are” quite” Sxtenstve and chronologically axrranged,. which 
makes them a valuable source, but difficult to search. Assuming 
that Isaac mcved to South Carolina about 1785 1 read these fcr 
1784-1787, but found no Dobbs Co. Roberts references. I think it 
would be worthwhile to continue with these records, although this 
would be a slow process.

I have proposed that Isaac Ronerts moved irom the northern 
part of Potbs Co. (now northwest Greene Co.} to South Carolina 
about 1785. tr. South Carolina we find his family very closely 
g@:: cla ud with tie camlly of Thomas Chathaa or Chittin, ane this 
Thomas was dn Edcecembe Co., N.C. In 1790. ie also Knew that Thomas 
Bateman, from “de tombe Co., had a daughter who married John 
Roberts, and John Roberts later testified to his age. 2c a3 
tempting fo suprose that *saac had some acquaintunce with these 
families pzrter to movilug to South Carolina Howeve , we do not tind 
Isaac tn the Edgecombe records. 

Necords of the Chatha.r. (etc.) fawiiy are rather scarce in 
Edgecombe, but do provide some points of interest. On the 1790 
Census we find there Thomas Chittin (1-3-4-0-0) and Winifred 
Chittin (0-2-3-0-0), the Latter surposediv tue wldow of ‘Themas' 
bro tier. Both were gone Erom Edgecumbe by 1e25, aad we do not find 
any probate records of the family there. 


There are however a few deeds, ant taese show that. Thamas 


and Winefred lived adjacent cn Gof Owany. On 22 Sept. es a 
Wirefurt (xX) Chitum of Edgecombe sold fae 19d rin, to suttChew 
Spight of Dobbs Co. 100 acres on Goff Swamp, altoining Thomas 


Chitten and Ligy Dannell, being land aiven her by the will of 
Jethro Butlijr, dated 20 Feb. 1766 (5:536, witnessed by Benja. 
Fllis, Elias Bergeron, T. Speight). The purchaser, Matthew Spight, 
was presumably a relative of the John Speight next to whom Isaac 
Roberts lived, and Elias Bergeren was also a res.jent of what is 
now northern Greene Co. The will of Jethro Butler referred to here 
does not survive, and I suspect it may have been proven in Dobbs 
Co. and thus lost. The Chathams may thus have come from Dobbs, 
which would explain why we do not find thelr ancestry in the 
Edgecombe records.

Witliam Ellis and Thomas Chittum (4:29). finally, on 17 Mar. 1795 


Thomas cChittam of Edgecombe and Marthe Chittam tpresumehly his

The Chathams thus lived on Goff Swamp, on the north side of 
Contentnea Creek. This 13 now known as Goss Swamp, and is in the 
southeast part of Wilson Co. (formed in 1855 from Edgecombe, Nash, 
Johnston and Wayne). We have previously seen that Isaac Roberts 
lived In the northwest part of what jis now Greene Co., on the north 
side of Contentnea Creek near what 1s now the Wilson line. Further, 
the Dobbs deed index shows that Isaac Roberts sold his land to 
Dlijah Daniel between 1784 and 1789. This \s apparently the same 
Delijah Daniel who purchased land on Goff Swamp adjoining Thomas 
Thittum {n 1784. It thus appears that Isaac Roberts was a very near. 
of Thomas and Winefred Chittam, with the two families living just 
over the then Edgecombe-Dobbs county line from one another. This of 
course provides some additional welght to the suggestion that the 

saac Roberts in South Carolina, associated with tne Chatham 
family, is the same Isaac Roberts found in Dobbs Co., living near 
to and probably acquainted with the Chatham/Chittum family. 

Delijah Daniel provides the immediate link between these 
two families.

(unmarried in 1763) 13 not entirely clear. However, their heirs are 
apparently shown in the deed of 15 Feb. 1793, in which William 
Daniel of Edgecombe Co., Delijah Danlel vf Glasgow Co. (Lee. Greene 
Co.), and Simon Daniel, Thomas Bateman, Michael Ward and John 
Harper of Salem Co., S.C. sold land to Jacob Barnes of Edgecombe 
(8:129). Bateman, Ward and Harper were presumably husbands of 
daughters and/or granddaughters of Silmun Daniel. Jucob Barnes might 
also be an heir. The Daniel family was thus strongly associated 
with the same part of South Carolina to which Isaac Roberts moved. 
Further, this would seem to be the same Thomas Bateman who was the 
Revolutionary pensioner, thus providing snother circumstantial link 
in the identification of Isaac Roberts.

Since last corresponding with you in Dec. 1987 I have kept 
the Roberts family in mind. I believe I mentioned the possibility 
of seeking further evidence in records of New Bern District 
Superior Court. I was recently reading the minutes of this court, 
and found an item that may be important to us. This was in July 
1803, which is well after the period in which I expected to finda 
record of importance to us. In any case, I found the following: 

(p.89): On Petition of Isaac Roberts and others heirs at 
law of John Roberts deceased Ordered that Richard Croom, Ben Smith, 
John Garland, W am smith and Barne McKinne be appointed 
Commissioners to divide the real estate of the said John Roberts 
deceased among the heirs... 

The other names listed here suggest we are in the Greene 
Co. area. We thus have an Isaac Roberts claiming here as heir of a 
John Roberts (and our Isaac named his eldest son John). I do not 
presently know if this was our Isaac, or a younger Isaac. We do 
find a John Roberts earlier in the Lenoir Co. area. Was our Isaac 
thus a son of John, or did he perhaps have a younger brother John 
who died in Greene, or was this another Isaac altogether? In any 
case some additional research in this direction might be 
worthwhile.

Harry Walley has passed on to me your marvelous research on the Roberts 
family. It always makes me happy to see research such as yours with 
the documentation. I have such a compulsion to document or prove 
everything before I consider it correct. 


My L.terest in the Roberts family stems from my husbands family. Three 
brothers ~ Solomon, Simeon and John Strickland came to southeastern 
Mississippi in 1810 and 1811 settling in Wayne and Greene Counties. 
Solomon is supposed to have married Sarah ROBERTS. Sarah Roberts is 
said to be the daughter of Samuel Roberts as follows: 


le Pinder Wilson married Nary and had 4 sons and 3 daughters 
one of whom was Virginia Wilson who died in 1840. 


2. Virginia Wileon married SAMUEL ROBERTS who died in 1840 also. 


3- SARAH ROBERTS d. 1855(daughter of Samuel Roberts and Virginia 
Wilson) married SOLOMON STRICKLAND 


Solomon and Sarah Roberts Strickland lived in Wayne, Green and Perry 
counties Mississippi until 1823 when they disappear. Reportedly they 
moved to Louisiana (probably Tangipaho Parish) but I can not ducument 
this. 


I can find no passport for Samuel Roberts or the three Strickland 
brotherse 


In your records you show Samuel Roberts son of Benjamin and Abigail 
Roberts as having moved to Greenville, S.C. and died there? Do you know 
any more about him or of anyone who is researching him. Could he have 
had a son Samuel who would be my Samuel? 


Samuel Roberts appears in the 1820 census of Pike County, MS and he 
and his wife were between 26 and 45. By 1820 Salomon Strickland 

and Sarah Roberts had 5 children which makes me think Sarah was probably 
the oldest of Samuel and Virginia Wilson Roberts children. I believe 
that Samuel was probebly born ca 1773-1775 in S. Ce Could he have been 
the son of the Samel you mention. 


When you wrote to Harry Walley you sent some copies of cards compiled 
by Jane Revill showing original source records. Do you know if copies 
of these deeds, etc oan be obtained by writing to the Sumter County 
Historical Society and giving bundle, pkg. and file number? 
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The 1810 deed from Isaac Roberts of Sumpter District to Nichael Mixon 
shows the land bordered Jesse Woodard(he later in Greene County, MS) 
and his descendants married my Strickland-Cochran line. 


Also the 1806 deed from John Roberts to Asa Moody interest me very 
much. S.C. Moodys were in Greene County, MS very early and married into 
the Roberts and Cochrans also. The grandchildren of John Roberts 
being listed as Smiths is also very interesting since Clayton Smith of 
the Marion District SC and his wife Frances Jones were early in Greene 
County, MS and married into the Roberts family. 


Am enclosing a copy of a letter from Mrs. J. O. Vickers, PeO. Box 322 
Semmes, AL 36575e. She gives some details on-Isaac Sr. and Milly that 
you may be able to use. She also talks of Winnie Barnes as possibly 
being the first wife of Isaac Roberts, Sr. 


The “ig problem of researching in Greene County, MNS is that the 
courthouse burned in 1875 and there are no early records. 


My husband and I have been systematically publishing the tax rolls 
and state cenums and cemetery records of Greene, Perry, Wayne and 
Jones counties; also Clarke and Covington; in an effort to kelp 
researchers in this area.

NEW ORLEANS STREETS is a fifteen-sectioned suite for 
Plano. Featuring elements of ragtime, Latin American music, early jazz, 
Romantic piano music, rhythm and blues/early rock ‘n roll, hymnology, 
country material and music associated with the Mediterranean, it is a 
summary of the musical informants having the greatest impact upon my 
early life. Far more importantly, it is an open-ended dramatization of my 
relationship with New Orleans. Consisting of ten street-sections and five 
miscellaneous sections, the suite is obliquely narrative. Its titles are not 
meant to be merely evocative, but are concrete guides to a living vision 
that is often oneiric. Titles as general as “Introduction” and “Interlude” 
achieve their specificity contextually, becoming narrational signposts in 
this coordination of urban essences. 


NEW ORLEANS STREETS represents an effort to document in 
detail my most intimate knowledge of a spectrum of people, objects and 
actions that | have known deeply. The belief that | have succeeded has 
made this suite, for me, the most gratifying and significant of my musical 
efforts.
